DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The independent claims contain the language "being essentially free of longitudinally 
inwardly extending projections" (line 3 of claim 1 and lines 3-4 of claim 9). It is not clear as to 
what applicants construe as "longitudinally inwardly extending projections." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,501,426 to Atkinson et al. 

Atkinson et al. show a medical device having an interior (unnumbered), elastomeric wall 
16', slit 36', outer face 10', bore portion 28', frustoconical wall 66', outer lugs 58760', flexible 
tubing 18', male connector 64' and female connector 10'. See Figures 6-8.
